Troy, Ohio., September 22.—Forced 
into the air by the jeers of thousands 
who called him a coward, Frank H 
Miller, aged 28, a Toledo aviator took 
flight at twilight this evening and at 
the height of 200 feet was burned to 
death before the eyes of the terrified 
spectators on the Miami county fair 
grounds here.

Then the speaker turned his atten- 
tion to the system of board govern- 
ment, declaring that frequently as 
mayor pro tem. he had been called) 
upon to sit as a member of these 
boards and time and again he has 
found it impossible to get a quorum. 

He stated that it is impossible to 
get efficient service from board mem- 
bers or from councilmen, so long as 
they are not paid to transact the af- 
fairs of this city. 

“Board members come to meetings 
when they wish,” said Mr. Quillian 
“If some question is not involved in 
which they are interested, they will not 
come. Under this new charter we will 
dispense with this board system. We 
will have a system of government to 
which we can directly appeal 

Must Hear All Complaints. 

“Under this new system of govern- 
ment the commissioners will be re- 
quired to hear any complaints which 
may be made to them by any citizen, 
Under this system the form of govern- 
ment will be more democratic than it 
is at present. There will be no boards 
under the new charter. Under the 
present system you have a’ board mem- 
dership of approximately seventy 
members, who spend ‘thousand of dol- 
lars of the people’s money and yet in 
the election of these boards the people 
have not a word to 'say. 

“Under the new charter you will have 
a direct vote on the man who’ spends 
your money; you will know who he is; 
you will Know how he spends your 
money; you will know for what purpose 
he spends it and if he does not spend 
if properly and in keeping with the 
law, as provided under the new char- 
ter, you will be able to protect your- 
self by exercising the privilege of the 
recall,” 

Mr. Quillian then turned his atten- 
tion to two features of the new char- 
ter which he considers of more than 
passing interest to the voters.

TELLS STORY OF WRECK 

Captain 8. C. Stovall, in charge of 
the passenger train, started at once 
for the station to ascertain the dam- 
age, and to report. 

“Tt took. me fully an hour,” said 
he, “to get across that creek and up 
the hill. I came down to the bank 
and walked up and down for some dis- 
tance to find a way to get across. At 
last I decided to walk the girder of 
the trestle, and had to go way back 
through the marsh to get to this. 

“When I got to the station the first 


man I saw was my fireman, and I 
never was as giad to see anybody in 
my life. He and the engineer had gone 
on immediately after they had climb- 
ed out of the engine. 

“I don’t know how the wreck hap- 
pened. The freight had no business 
there. We left Chamblee about twelve

minutes late, with a clear block ahead, 
and at the trestle had made up about 
two minutes, There the engineer 
slowed down, as he always does, for 
the switches ahead, and when we hit 
the freight we were going about fif- 
teen or twenty miles an hour.” 

All of the passenger train crew 
escaped without injury except Joe 
Fuller, baggage master.

“No two 
persons see the same thing in the

The unionist and tariff reform pa- 
pers received the news with undis- 
guised elation, while the liberal and 
radical press reminded them that the 
victory was obtained with the assist- 
ance of Henri Tourassa, leader of the 
French nationalist group of the oppo- 
sition, who left Laurier because of the 
premier’s attachment to the empire.

TAFT THE MAIN SUFFERER. 


Out of the overwhelming repudiation of the reciprocity pact 
by Canada President Taft emerges as the worst sufferer. It 1s, 
indeed, a question if the conspiracy of circumstance of which the 
Canadian cataclysm is the climax can be made to loose its strangle- 
hold by any. developments that may transpire before the elections 
in November of. 1912. 

The president laid down reciprocity with Canada as a great, 
non-partisan, economic policy, upon which, there should be neither 
quibble nor jockeying for position. No. one doubted the sincerity 
of his advocacy, and the democrats did not doubt that it was the 
opening wedge to the pees tariff revision which he admitted to 
be inevitable. 

Upon that high and sisitebioltitins ground; the democrats met 
him more than half way. Canadian reciprocity: was, per se, an 
excellent -policy..- But what was of more importance to a house 
majority freshly handed. a tariff-revision mdndate from the coun- 
try, it meant an invitation from the president of the nation to 
disregard partisanship, and co-operate with him in the redressing 
of tariff statutes he had at last conceded to be indefensible. 

In this spirit, the democratic house, and the democrats in 
the senate, regarded reciprocity as a policy, not emanating from 
a republican administration, but from the president of the whole 
country.

New Orleans, September  22,—That 
Lord Cowdry, of England, who holds 
the greatest oil concessions ever grant- 
ed by former President Diaz, in Mexi-- 
co, is negotiating with the Standard 
Oil Company and the Waters-Pierce 
Company, o¢ Texas, for a transfer to 
prevent possible concellation of the 
concessions by the Madero government, 
was the statement made here yesterday 
by S, G. Hopkins, late legal adviser in 
Washington of General Francisco I. 
Madero, Jr., en route to Mexico. 

‘Lord Cowdry has the exclusive right 
to drill for oil jn the national lands 
of eight states of the republic, his 
concession prohibiting the owners of 
properties from Grilling for oil on) 
their own lands within a certain dis- 
tance of the Cowdry wells,” said Mr. 
Hopkins. “This concession deprives 
the private land owner* of a portion 
of the natural revenue without giving 


him compensation, which js as much ai § 


violation of the constitution of Mexico 
as it would be in the United States. 
“Lord Cowdry realizes that his con- 
cessions are likely to be attacked by 
the Mexican cofigress and he is anxious 
to dispose of them. It is his idea to 


fcrm an American corporation in which

government may be secured to pre- 
vent the forfeiture of the original con.

through the corn of the Indian vil- 
lages without fear of reprisal, for, 1o, 
news has gone abroad in animal-land 
that a special protector has been ap- 
pointed to oversee them and to protect, 
love,.cherish, etc. All of which i8 a 
preambie'to the announcement that the 
state game commissioner has appoint- 
ed J. W. McCord to the position of 
game warden for Fulton county. 

No longer will the little birdies in 
their nests die of starvation when 
their parents fail to return with suf- 
ficient provender (polite word for 
worms), and when Teddy bears are 
squeezed too hard by their youthful 


foster-mothers relief is sure to come, 


for Mr. McCord will be on hand -in 
the first case with plenty of proven- 
der, and in the second with a special 
supply of choice admonitions. 

When gamboling in the moonlight 
in some quiet open dell the cotton- 
tails will no longer flee when there 
comes a rustling in the grass, but will 
continue their play in perfect fear- 
lessness, for, as some old buck will 
calmly tell them, “Mr. McCord’s on 
the job; have no fear.” 

The question, “What's the use of a 
game warden in Fulton county, when 
there is practically no game?’ now 
arises. True, gentle reader, but just 
think of the shades of departed lords 
of the forest and meadow roamiug 
around old Fulton. Would you have 
their remaining descendants live 
without protection, and, in many cases, 
unknown? Echo answers, never. 

Perhaps, owing to Mr. McCord’s 
youthfulness in the service, it would 
be well to offer a few suggestions. 
The first is: “Have a complete census 
of all wild animals in Fulton county 
taken immediately.” This suggestion 
has many advantages. Suppose there 
are fifty cotton-tailg in the county 
(this is rather an extravagant esti- 
mate, but we will let it go at that to 
preserve the peace and to prevent del- 
egations from Rabbitsville asking for 
a recount. Let the warden have a 
roll call of all rabbits each day. If 
one is missing, the fact will then be 
readily ascertained, and the guilty par- 
ty perhaps apprehended. Not only 
this, but in case one of the members 
of the furry tribe should fall ill he 
could then be rendered assistance at 
once because his address will be 
learned in taking tne census. 

How many squirrels are there in Ful- 
ton county? One hundred and six- 
teen by actual countt (this count will 
save Mr.McCord the trouble of taking 
a census “of that’ department). One 
hundred and eleven of these are inhab- 
itants (beg pardon, residents, I should 
have said) of Grant park. The other 
five are residents. of the suburbs of 
Hapeville, College Park and East 
Point, though one makeg regular vis- 
its to Buckhead. Dan Carey has a 
man in charge of those in Grant 
park, so Mr. McCord will have little 
trouble with the Squirrel family. 

Every one knows ¢hat fulton county 
is famous for its wild turkeys, par- 
tridges and deer. So well knewn has 
it become on account of these much- 
sought-after birds and animals that 
Mr. McCord has received specific in- 
structions to allow no hunter to kill 
more than thirty partridges, ten tur- 
keys and three deer, in a single day. 
No hunter is allowed to kill more 
than sixty deer in a season, though he 
may kill an unlimited numbef of tur- 
keys and partridges. Moose and bear, 
are protected, six moose a season and 
twelve bear being the limit for any 
individual. 3

COLUMBUS BATTLING 
WITH WATER PROBLEM 


Company, 
Wells Wants Advance and 


Extension of Time. 


Columbus, Ga., September 22.—(Spe- 
cial.)—The question of artesian water 
for Columbus is now wavering in the 


balances. 

A private company has a contract 
with the city to sink wells and furnish 
a gaily flow of 5,000,000 gallons. The 
company, a New York corporation, has 
been working on the project for two 
or three years. Recently an official 
test of the wells was made and a flow 
of between four and five million gal- 
lons per day was shown, The com- 
pany stated that by improving its 
pumping equipment it could get the 
required amount of water without de- 
lay, and asked for a payment of $15,- 
000 on account, so that it can finance 
the improvement Syatnentee in its 
equipment. 

City council is now wrestling with 
the question of giving the company an 
extension and making a payment to it. 


The contractors have between twenty-. 


five and thirty wells in operation. The 
present requirements of the city are 
between 1,500,000 and 2,000,000 gallons 
of water per day. The city now uses 
creek water, the supply being rein- 
forced from the Chattahoochee river 
when necessary.

When they entered, 
Johnson was sitting on the bed, a dim 
light burning, and the woman Was 
standing. Bezelle and Sanders gat 
down on the bed, and asked Johnson, 
who, they say, was drinking, to £690 on 
home with them. 

The negro woman, without provoca- 
tion, as they tell it, raised a shotgun 
and said she would shoot, lowering 
the gun. Bezelle exclaimed that the 
gun was cocked and it went off as he 
tried to catch it, tearing the upper 
side of Johnson's head off. Sanders 
and Bezelle left at once, going home 
4 miles away and told nobody till 
at bey Meantime, after an hour's 

aiting, the negro woman notified 
Gia Morris, on whose place she lived, 
of the killing and he ‘phoned the 
sherif., who went down to Belmont 
and brought the woman to jail,

FOODSTUFFS SOAR 
AFTER ELECTION 
The Defeat of chia Causes 


Sharp Advance in Wheat 
Prices. 


Chicago. September 22.—Foodstuffs 
which might have been affected by an 
influx of Canadian products, had 
Laurier and his government not been 
defeated in Canada yesterday, rose 
sharply in price in all American sup- 
ply centers today. Wheat led the ad- 
vance and was followed late in the day 
by flour when millers ignored their 
previous price lists and adjusted their 
quotations to figures more commensu- 
rate with the advanced cost of the 
grain staple. 

Oats, too, felt the effect of the Cana- 
dian vote and as a result consumers 
may expect soon to pay § increased 
prices for breakfast foods. The initial 
meal of the day, in fact, seems des- 
tined to bear the brunt of the higher 
living costs within the next few 
months, as it needed only today’s de- 
velopments in the trading pits to add 
force to the recent advances in coffee 
ang sugar. The cost of toast and bis- 
cuit, wheat cakes and porridge, it is 
probable will be added to the woes of 
the housekeeper. 

The greatest advance in wheat dur- 
ing the day was at Duluth. There 


traders were paying as high as 8 cents{ 


a bushel more for the grain than they 
did before freciprocity was rejected. 
Minneapolis, the greatest milling cen- 
ter of the country, showed a maximum 
net advance of 6 cents, paying $1.07% 
for this month’s delivery. 

Increases of a less sensational char- 
acter were recorded at Kansas City, St. 
Louis, Omaha and Chicago. Immense 
stocks of grain in the elevators of this 
city acteq as a check to a@ severe ad- 
vance here, and brokers on the board of 
trade brought wheat for about 3 cents 
more a bushel than they had paid yes- 
terday. The Chicago market was the 
lowest of the important grain centers. 

Higher Prices Expected. 

It is by no means certain that to- 
day’s advances in the price of wheat 
and allied foodstuffs indicate that the 
maximum has been reached. One of 
the most prominent wheat traders of 
Chicago advanced the opinion that 
spring wheat, the grade used most ex- 
tensively for fine flour, is due, to in- 
crease in cost 20 cents a bushel. There 
is no guarantee that the extraordinary 
selling which today helq down the 
price in Chicago and indirectly affect- 
eq the markets in other cities will be 
long continued. 

A further blow to consumers_or at 
least many of them may result when 
malsters have studied the situation in 
barley markets. In some instances the 
price advanced as much as 8 cents to- 
day. This, if maintained,- will affect 
brewers and the smaller-sizeg beer 
glasses may again become popular 
with saloon keepers. 

An important factor in the barley 
situation is the conViction of many 
dealers that the greater portion of 
Canada’s 10,000,000-bushel barley sur- 
plus will never reach American brew- 
ers. This stock has been relied upon 
to relieve the pressure resulting from 
a short crop in this country. 

There is a grain of comfort for the 
househelder, however, in the meat 
situation. While packing house prod- 
ucts rose in price today, they did so 
only out of sympathy with grains. 
Canadian reciprocity, according to ex- 
perts, had no qirect effect upon meat 
products and is not likely to add to the 
cost of lard, bacon and ham,_

Boston, September 22.—-Attorney 
General Wickersham, who is at the 
Mount Washington House at Brotton 
Woods, N. H., declared last night that 
every corporation in the United States 
must obey all the provisions of the 
Sherman anti-trust act.

GET A BODY BLOW 


Crystal Oil Company, of Des 
Moines, Wins Out in 
Novel Case. 


Des Moines, Iowa, September 22— 
Powerful corporations that engage in 
business in a community with the aim 
to driving the small producer to the 
wall received a body blow in a de- 
cision handed down by the lowe su- 
preme court yesterday, 

The decision of Judge Jess A Miller, 
in the Polk county district court, giv- 
ing the Crystal Oil Company $6,100 
damages from the Standard Oil Com- 
pany for alleged unfair competition 
was reversed by the supreme court on 
technical -grounds Under the rulings 
of the supreme court, the Crystal Oil 
Company’s attorneys will begin a new 
trial for higher damages. 

It wag the practice of the Crystal 
Company to furnish their customers 
with green cards: which the custom- 
ers displayed when they desired oil. 

Judge Miller hela that the display 
of the green cards was an order for 
business, and that a rival company 
was acting unlawfully, when it visited 
the owner of the green card and tried 
to sell goods. 

The supreme court held that the dis- 
play of the card is not an order for 
business, but that it is beyond the 
limits of lawful competition for a rival 
company to attempt to fill the order 
desired by the displayer of the card.

Spent For Extra Work on New 


Coapulating Basin, 
Doubts the Au thority of the 
Superintendent of Construc- 
tion in Letting Contract With- 
out Submitting the Matter to 
Competitive Bids. 


Mayor Winn has held up a resolution 
adopted by the council and aldermanic 
board authorizing the payment of $3,- 
000 for extra work done on the new 
coagulating basins at the Hemphill 


pumping station. 

The extra work was ordered by the 
superintendent of construction under 
authority vested' in him by the bond 


commission and the sewer committee 
of council. The Nichols Construction 
Company built the basinsanqg when the 
work was finished cracks were found 
on the bottom which might have caus- 
ed leaks. The Nichols company agreed 
to do the work of building a 9-inoh 
bottom on the same basis of the other 
contract work and the superintendent 
of construction ordered the work done. 
There was some question as to the au- 
thority of this official to act without 
first having secured competitive bids. 

The superintendent of construction 
was of the opinion that the cracks in 
the bottom of the basins were due to 
the thinness of the concrete and not 
to any fault of the contractors who 
had followed specifications. He said 
the city would have to pay for the ex- 
tra work and that it was best for the 
original contractors to do it at the 
same price. 

Mayor Winn has written to the city 
attorney asking for a legal opinion as 
to the course pursued by the superin- 
tendent of construction and he will 
not act on the matter until that opin- 
ion has’ been received, 


Storm Hurts Crops.

WIFE REFUSES 
TO PROSECUTE 
Shooting Affair Is Quieted by 


Love of Mrs. J. T. Hudson 
for Her Husband. 


Cordele, Ga., September 22.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Ex-Sheriff W..B. lLyens, of 
Wayne county, his wife and son, 
Archie, who have been in the city since 
Monday attending the bedside of their 
daughter, Mrs. J. T. Hudson, nee Miss 
Abbie Lyens, who was shot and seri- 


ously wounded late Sunday afternoon | 


by her husband, returned last night to 
their home at Rockingham, Ga., ac- 
companied by the daughter, who has 
sufficiently recovered from the effects 
of the shock to travel. Many Cor- 
delians who have uneasily anticipated 
serious trouble between the Lyenses and 
friends of Hudson, are now relieved, 
as it is believed the matter will be 
peaceably settled, 

The father, W. B. Lyens, in a state- 
ment to numbers of friends in the city, 
was emphatic in his declaration that 
the sensational shooting of his daugh- 
ter was not the result of an accident, 
but a rash intent to murder on the 
part of the husband; that former do- 
mestic troubles bore out the facts of 
this statement, and, furthermore, that 
Mrs. Hudson did not make a state- 
ment to KF. M. Lawrence, a fellow 
workman, and young John Hudson, 
brother of her husband, at a late hour 
Sunday night following the shooting 
exonerating her husband of any mur- 
derous intent, as alleged by these men, 
but that after having been persistently 
and repeatedly prevailed upon by the 
police authorities and friends to make 
a statement, she finally repeated that 
her husband had said it was an acci- 
dent. 

Her devoted love for her husband 
throughout the time of the heated ex- 
citement over the affair has been man- 
ifest, and her regret, while little ex- 
pressed in words, is clear. Through it 
all she has retained that same spirit 
of absolute candor and self-control 
that characterized her during the long 
months of incarceration and trials of 
her father and brother for the killing 
of M. Fleming Smith, at Jesup, in 1908. 

It is not her desire that the case be 
prosecuted, and her influence will be 
exerted to prevent her father pushing 
a further investigation on the grounds 
that the “family is just out of serious 
trouble,” and that & short investiga- 
tion would be bound to bring up anew 
many of the bitternesses of the long 
previous trials.

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LAW'S DE DEMANDS 


Giant Combinations Work ut. 
Their Own Salvation, 


Plans of Dissolution and Reor- 
ganization Under Anti-Trust 
Law Left to Each Organiza- 
tion—Department of Justice 
and Courts to Have Final Say. 


Washington, September 22.—Recent 
reports that attorneys for large com- 
binations of corporations and. their 
principals were hoping for some generat 
understanding with the government au- 
thorities concerning the application of 
the attorney general to ascertain what 
action, if any, may be necessary to 
make them stand right in the eyes 
of the government, was the subject of 
much discussion here today. 

The Associated Press is in position to 
state the following as the attitude of 
the department of justice: 

The position of the attorney general 
is that since the decision of the su- 
preme court in the oil and tobacco 
cases, the “area of uncertainty in the 
law” has been greatly reduced and the 
meaning, of the statute in its applica- 
tion to great monopolistic corporations 
made clear. This makes it necessary 
for those combinations to resolve them. 
selves into a number of distinct en- 
‘tities, no one of which shall be in itself 
a combination in restraint of trade or 
threaten monopoly. How this shall be 
done is, of course, a separate prob- 
lem in each case. : 

OCan’t Act As Universal Counsel. 

The law department of the govern- 
ment cannot undertake to act as uni- 
versal counsel with trusts. ‘It is pre- 
paring to bring before the court all the 
combinations which appear to be in 
clear violation of the law. If the courts 
agree with the government’s views, 
they will doubtless follow the prece- 
dents act by the supreme court in the 
tobacco case and by the United States 
circuit court in the third circuit in the 
powder case and decree the combina- 
tion to be illegal and give to it a reas- 
onable time to reorganize in conform- 
ity with the law, under penalty of in- 
junction or receivers i¢ it should fall 
‘to do s0. 

The plan of reorganization must be 
anon as the government may acquisce 
n. 

In the case of the harvester compa- 
ny, that corporation voluntarily sub- 
mitted to the government its plan of 
reorganization before suit was brought 
and while not going so far as the of- 
ficials of the department. of justice 
considered it should go, representatives 
of the harvester company evinced a 
willingness to conform, of possible, to 
the views of the department and make 
such changes as it should deem neces- 
Sary to comply with the law. 

In suits against the combination of 
electrical light manufacturers and the 
wholesale grocers’ association, the de- 
fendants, a8 soon as the petitions were 
filed evinced a willingness to comply 
with the law and submitted proposed 
reorganizations and tendered a form 
of decree which they were willing to 
have the court enter against them. 

Department to Consider all Plans. 

If other combinations shoulq take 
like action and submit plans of re- 
oranization which should in goog faith 
bring about a competitive condition 
and terminate monopolistic conditions 
and also all agreements unduly re- 
Straining interstate trade and com- 
merce, the department of justice would 
doubtless give them careful considera- 
tion, and if found to be adequate would 
submit them to the courts on an appro- 
priate pettion, the decree of the 
court to be so framed as ic make the 
provisions of the plan binding upon the 
defendants and to enjoin them from 
further monopolistic effort, 

But the burden of framing such plans 
and of demonstrating their sufficiency 
and adequacy must be assumed by 
those interesteqd in the combinations 
and not by the officials of the depart- 
ment of justice.

Cobb’s batting average at present ig 
.417. The greatest major league mark of 
modern times was made by Hugh Duf- 
fy with Boston in 1894. It was .438. 
It is possible for Cobb to surpass this, 
but hardly probable. 

Cobb has tallied 142 runs In 
games. Nap Lajoie made the record of 
145 runs in 134 games while a member 
of the Philadelphia team in 1901, Thus 
it will be seen that Cobb needs but 
four runs to set a new major league 
record for runs scored. 

Cobb has a good chance to beat Wil- 
lie Keeler’s mark for the greatest num. 
ber of hits in a major league season. 
Keeler made 243 hits with Baltimore in 
1897. Cobb has 232. Twelve more hits 
will break that mark. He ought to get 
those, with 21 more games to be play- 
ed. 

Lajoie made 50 two-base hits in 1901, 
which set a new major league mark. 
To pass this, Cobb has to make but 
three, as he now owns 48 

Cobb has no chance of passing the 
three-base hit record of Lajoie made 
in 1903. Larry hit 43 three-ply 
smashes. Cobb has but 22. Freeman’s 
home run mark of 25 is “not in danger 
of being lowered by Cobb. Twenty-five 
was the mark. Tyrus possesses but 8. 

Although the marks of some of the 
players in certain capacities of the 
game are greater than the Georgian’s, 
no player in baseball's history has 
ever made such a record in one season. 

Cobb has already lowered two marks 
this season, that of hitting safely in 
41 consecutive games, lowering the 
record of 27 straight games as held by 
Hal Chase, of the Yankees, made in 
1907. and the stolen base record.

COTTON THE PAST WEEK; 
REVIEW OF THE MARKET 


.New York, September 22.—Varying. 
things have conspired to cause lower 
prices for cotton. Chief among them 
have been large receipts and the ap- 
parently increasing evidences of a 
liberal crop, favorable weather and in- 
dications of a southern pressure to 
sell, both here and in Liverpool. 
Southern spot markets have at times! 
shown conspicuous weakness. Hedge | 
selling here has been persistent, and 
of increasing volume. Declining prices | 
ins Liverpool have been explained in 
the dispatches from that center as 
due to freer offerings from the south. 
Other depressing factors have been 
the unsatisfactory condition of the 
cotton goods trade, the disturbed 
financial markets and the ominous 
complaints, in various parts of Europe, 
of the high cost of living. It all sug- 
gests reduced buying power among 
leading races of Europe, while in this 
country the complaints of dear food 
are heard, Politica in this country 
has been another disturbing factor. 
Uncertainty about the tariff and about 
the status of trusts and the fact that 
next year a presidential election oc- 
curs all tend to Keep general trade 
within very conservative limits, 

Not unnaturally, the cotton trade is 
affected. In. this situation ‘the be- 
lievers in lower prices think the cot- 
ton world is confronted with a very 
large crop of cotton, perhaps -the 
largest ever grown. What is to be its 
value, with the world disturbed po- 
litically, socially and financially, as it 
is today? These are among the ques- 
tions which reflective men are asking 
and finding it aifficult to answer. The 
price is about $10 a bale lower than 
a year ago. That discounts some- 
thing. Furthermore, the equinoctial 
storms are yet to be encountered. 
They may do much damage to open 
cotton. Spinners are beginning to 
buy rather more freely of futures here 
on the decline. 

Lancasire’s trade is said to be good. 
The export trade in goods here uas 
lately increased. Some 25,000 to 30,000 
bales have been sold for shipment 
from October to February. Manches- 
ter and the continent have been buy- 
ing in Liverpool. The tendency is to 
avoid the short ‘interest.

WEEK’S TRADE REVIEWED. 
What Commercial Agencies 
Say About Business. | 

New York, September 22.—R. G. Dun ~ 
& Co,’s Weekly Review of Trade to- 
morrow will say that looking at the 
situation as a whole it is apparent that 
the volume of general business still 
is much below producing capacity, and 
there is little speculative anticipation 
or possible future wants. What is so. 
clearly appreciated is that the every 
day requirements of American people,, 
even on a more economical basis, are 
increasing with the normal growth of 
population, and that slowly, but surely, 
the gap between capacity and con- 
sumption is being bridged. 

That capital is halted in entering 
upon large enterprises by the signs of 
the world’s unrest, which appears now 
in one country and then in another, 
and which causes disturbances to the 
international marekts,is plain enough, 
but business men are apparently learn- 
ings -to adjust thelr affairs gradually 
to these unsettled conditions and to 
do business while big problems are 
being solved. 

Mill operations in iwon and steel are 
quite well maintained, since new busi- 
ness shows a marked shrinkage, and 
it is estimated that the leading inter- 
est is working at about 75 per cent of 
capacity. Further concessions in price 
are noted on virtually finished prod- 
ucts ,although in the wire trade manu- 
facturers now are asking slight ad- 
vances over the recent low level. Nu- 
merous moderate-sized orders for rails 
are reported, the total volume reach- 
ing .about 15,000 tons, while some 54,- 
000 tons are pending, of which 30,000 
tons are under negotiation for Argen- 
tina. Dullness still prevails in foundry 
and pig iron. In the east, however, 
it is possible that more iron will have 
to be taken this year than expected. 

The improved call for dress goods 
and men's wear has been stimulated by 
the need for goods, but were not or- 
dered at the usual time, and are now 
required for immediate use. Clothiers 
show more confidence, and are in- 
creasing their orders, and fully 90 per 
cent of the looms in men's wear in New 
England are reported busy. The de- 
mand for woolens and worsted in suit- 
ings for fall is steady. Agents can 
sell popular lines at advances, but sta- 
ples are steady. Export trade in cot- 
ton goods has been very satisfactory, 

Prospects for a continuance of the 
demand are considered bright, owing 
to the Mmited stocks abroad and at 
the mills. : 

New England manufacturers of foot- 
wear are quite busy on orders’ for 
pormpt shipments. Staple lines are 
now receiving chief attention, and this 
adds to the etrength of the market, 
Trade in leather is only moderate,

That is a matter for state gov- 
ernments to settle, and state govern- 
ments are making different experi- 
ments, and I presume the conservative 
states will wait to see how these ex- 
periments work out; but occasionally 
there crops out something extreme in 
the form of a judicial -.recall in a 
constitution tendered to the federal 
government for approval. Under these 
conditions, when a proposition is made 
that seems to me to destroy all possi- 
bility of good government in the main- 
tenance of an untrammeled judiciary, 
it is the function of the executive 
when his judgment is invoked under 
the constitution to say that he dis-
